ELECTION FRAUDS 


The United States Grand-Jury Returns | 32 
Seventy-Two Indictments To-Day 


Charging Serious Offenses Against 


Nearly a Dozen Arrests Made Up 
to 3:30 P. M. 


The Prisoners Unceremeniously Hustled Into 
the United States Marshal's Office—Wm. 
Goerlich, a School Director, and Peter 
R. Morrissey of the House of Delegates 
Among the Indicted—Statements of the 
Accused—A Grand-Jury Report Which 
Caused Great Local Political Bxcite- 
ment. 


The United States Grand-jury this morning 
returned a partial report in the election fraud 
cases to the United States District Court. 
When the Court was informed by District At- 
torney Bliss thatthe Grand-jury was ready to 
report, Judge Treat signified his willingness 
to hear it. At11:40 o’clock the jury filed into 
the court - room, and on the call of the roll it 
was discovered that Arthur E. Mooney was ab- 
sent, but as he had been excused this was 
overlooked. Foreman Norris, in reply to Judge 
Treat’s question ‘‘Have you anything to re- 
port?“ gave Clerk Morgan a bundle contain- 
ing seventy-two indictments. Judge Treat 
examined each one to see that they were in 
proper form and signed by the District Attor- 
ney. After this examination he asked if the 
jury had further business to transact. Being 
informed the investigation was not yet com- 
pleted, he entered the following order and 
dismissed the Grand-jury. 

It having been reported to the Oourt by the 
Grand-jury that its investigations are not con- 
claded, and that time ig required for further 
investigation, and that business would be 
facilitated by an adjournment, it is or- 
dered that the Grand-jury now im- 
panelled be excused from further service 
until the 25th day of January next, at which 
time they will duly report to the court and 
resume the investigation of matters pending 
before them under such orders of the court as 

may then be given with respect to pending

The 
pool now existing is simply a device to secure 
the public fixed, stable and reasonable rates, 
alike to every one. The whole — of 
railway transportation may be summed up in 
the axiom of stable rates and like treatment 
to all similarly situated, whether indi- 
viduals or localities. This result the 
pool endeavors to bring about, and, though it 
is by no means perfect, it isthe best scheme 
that has yet been devised for that purpose. 
Railroad rates ough’ to be just like standard 
coin, so that every business man can dismiss 
unknown and uncalculable fiuctuations in 
rates as a factor in his venture. Destroy this 
understanding between lines, which is called 
a pool to maintain rates, and legitimate busi- 
ness becomes impossible. One shipper gets 5 
cents a hundred less than another the 
same day on the same line. With 
the business of the country run on such a 
close margin, as it necessarily is with the 
enormous competitions, such a system of 
transportation would in the end bankrupt 
every legitimate merchant. It would destroy 
railroad values anditis to be remembered 
that railroad securities have taken the 
place of Government bonds as the basis of 
credit and largely of 3 also. By that 1 
mean, not grecabacks and circulating notes, 
but evidences of indebtedness or property that 
is transferable and thus answers the same pur- 
pose. There never yet has been a railroad 
war that was not followed by

All the leading railroad men admit the princi- 
ple of governmental supervision and are 
anxious for it. They would be glad to see the 
whole machinery of the pool commissioners 
and officers made a bureau of the 
Government with full power to enforce 
agreements and to punish the violations 
As a matter of principle there is no half-way 
ground between unlimited and unrestrained 
competition and governmental supervision. 
Every political economist admits that reckless

THE STEWART ART COLLECTION TO BE SOLD 
AT AUCTION, 


The Costly Treasures to Be Exhibited in Feb- 
ruary at the American Art Galleries—Pub- 
lic Curiosity Piqued—About Two Hundred 
Canvases in the Collection—Some of the 
Noted Examples of Famous Modern Art- 
ists. 


New York, December 17,—It was announced 
some three weeks ago that the executors of 
the estate of A. T. Stewart had decided to 
dispose of the collection of pictures in the art 
gallery ofthe white marble palace on Fifth 
avenue and Thirty-fourth street, and they 
have now decided the arrangements for their 
exhibition and have approximately set the 
time for this exhibition and for their sale. 
The American Art Galleries, No. 6 East 
Twenty-third street, where the art collection 
of Mr. Morgan were exhibited last winter, 
have been chosen for the display of the 
Stewart treasures, and they will be shown 
there for two weeks or more in February. 
The paintings will be sold at auction in Chick- 
ering Hall, by the American Art Association, 
which managed the Morgan sale early in 
March. It the time permits it is proposed to 
have an illustrated catalogue of the collections 
prepared. While the Stewart collections are 
not as rich or varied as a whole as the Morgan, 
which brought at auction the unprecedented 
sum of over $1,500,000, their exhibition and 
sale will be anotable event and will attract the 
interest and attention of the art public of Eu- 
rope as well as America. The immense fort- 
une acquired by the dead merchant, the 
white marble palace which he erected and 
filled with costly works of art, the stealing of 
his remains and finally the lonely life and re-

Almost Ar! picture has its story or ro- 
mance. The fine Jiminese Mount Banc’’ in 
a Spanish square was the last picture pur- 
chased by Mr. Stewart. In the early part of 
March, 1876, a month before his death. the 
famous ‘‘1807’’ of Meissonier, after being on 
exhibition in Vienna, reached New York, hav- 
ing been secured by telegraph for $60,000 
the moment that Sir ichard Wallace, 
who had the refusal, deciined to pay 
the advance of $20,000 demanded by the 
artist. The canvas is 8 feet across by 4 high, 
and the prominent human figures inthe fore 
ground measure 18 inchesin height. It is said 
that Mrs. Stewart frequently refused $200,000 
forit. The picture was first introduced under 
the name of ‘‘Friediand,’’ and subsequently 
the date of the culmination of Napoleon’s 
fortunes was substituted. Afterthe battle in 
the environs of Friedland, which lasted nine 
hours, the troops are represented in the last 
toils of physical endurance, and the contrast 
between the stolid character f Napoleon and 
the loyalty, worship and energy of the soldiers 
is viv — 7 portrayed. The Emperor is placed 
ona hillock surrounded by his etat-major, 
Marshais Bessieres, Duroc and Berthier, and 
to the left Nansouty awaits the signal for his 
division to move into line. Further on is de- 
tected the Old Guard, with bearskin caps 
and white breeches 
NAPOLEON SALUTES HIS FAITHFUL FOLLOWERS, 
and simultaneously arrive the Twelfth Regi- 
ment of Cuirassiers,galioping as if in a charge 
and shouting ‘‘Long live the Emperor!’’ The 
Colonel’s horse, with its uncommon color, 
attracts attention from the fine action por- 
trayed. Meissonier worked fifteen years at 
this picture. His costumes and trappings all 
look as if they had been made by tallors, boot- 
makers and saddiers. All the horses were 
first modelled in wax and afterwards com- 
pietely harnessed. In order to master the 
study of a galloping horse in füll motion, the 
artist constructed a railroad at his residence at 
Poissy, and while the model would go through 
his actions alongside of the moving car, he 
made drawings from nature of the alteration 
of the hoof and all the motor muscles. Ac- 
companying ‘‘1807’’ is a portrait of the artist 
by himself in aquarelle, and a gift to Mr. 
Stewart in exchange for the three thousand 
eagies check. Another Meissonier, entitled 
A Reminiscence of the Franco-Prussian 
War,’’ has strong light effects. 

Gerome’s great picture of ‘‘Roman Chariot 
Races’’ was not finished till after Mr. Stew- 
art’s death, and when it was started an the 
easel in 1866 it suggested some ambitious effort 
in the direction of landscape gardening, so 
that when the artist was asked if it was to rep- 
resent the hanging gardens of Semiramis, he 
courteously replied ‘‘it is intended for the 
Circus Maximus.
